Hunger Marchers 
Into Old London 
Return Home 


LONDON; Eng. Nov. 2.—Balked 
Tuesday night in their third attempt 
to enforce their demands, the unem- 
ployed “hunger marchers,” who strag- 
gled into London last week, turned 
homeward Wednesday. 

W. A. L. Hannington, the Com- 
munist agent, who organized the 
march of the idle, was in jail. His 
associates, who precipitated melees in 
Parliament Square Tuesday night, 
also were in the hands of the police. 
So Wednesday morning the unem- 
ployed contingents prepared to go 
back home. 

Meantime, the precincts of Parlia- 
ment Square were in the hands of 
police, after a mass attack by thous- 
ands of jobless had failed. Scores 
suffered minor injuries and disorders 
began at dusk and quiet was not com- 
pletely restored until nearly midnight. 


Four Carloads of

Another big shipment of cattle from

Remedy for the 
Depression Ably 
Debated 


At a well attended meeting of the 
Economic Forum, held on Wednesday 
evening of last week, in the music 
room of the public school, the remedy 
for the depression was ably discussed. 
Mr. Steele-Smith occupied the chair. 


J. Franssen, leading off the discus- 
sion, showed that the existing prop- 
erty relations had become fetters upon 
society and that the remedy for the 
depression lay in a change of property 
relations. 

“Social systems,” he said, “are not 
made to order; they are the result of 
social evolution. Each social system 
is evolved from the preceding one and 
gives birth to the succeeding social 
system, Therefore, it is evident that 
the roots of the future system must 
be found in the present system, The 
capitalist system has made man inter- 
dependent, has socialized production, 
and has brought forth co-operation. 
We must remain on the line of social 
evolution. If we keep on as at present, 
will we or will we not land in a co- 
operative social system? Therefore, 
as the remedy for the depression, 
should we not aid social evolution by 
changing the property relations of the | 
social means of production to cate | 
tive property, so that they may 
operated for use, for the benefit of me 
people, and not for profit? We must | 
nationalize the social tools of produc- 
tion, distribution, and exchange to 
emancipate. 

The chairman then called up C. 
Spencer, who in a_ short address 
showed how under the present system 
it was impossible for the workers— 
who, he said, represent 80 per cent of 
the population — to buy back the 
product of their own labor; how it 
was impossible to sell the surplus on 
foreign ‘markets, as they too had a 
surplus; and that there was no or- 
ganized attempt being made to control 
production, 

He agreed with Mr. Franssen in that 
the remedy lay in a co-operative social 
system. 

The meeting was then thrown open 
for discussion. 

Mr. Macklin contended “that Mr. 
Franssen’s last statement was a 
pretty big order,” and believed that 
the nationalization of the social tools 
of production, distribution and ex- 
change must be done gradually, sug- 
gesting as a first step the nationaliza- 
tion of banks. Mr. Macklin also sug- 
gested the inflation of the Canadian 
dollar, by issuance of currency by the 
government, as a remedy for the de- 
pression, pointing out that by that 
means a higher price would be re- 
ceived for farm products. 

In reply, Mr. Franssen stated that 
the nationalization of the means of 
production, distribution, and exchange 
must be done all at once, and not 
gradually, pointing out that it was a 
case of whether labor should remain 
in the realm of commodities or not. 
He contended that labor could not be 
taken out of the realm of commodities 
in one industry and not in another, 
and in order to accomplish this the 
public ownership of all social means 
of production, distribution and ex- 
change was necessary. Mr. Franssen 
did not agree with Mr, Macklin in that 
inflation of money would remedy the 
depression, stating: “Mr. Macklin did 
not give the cause for the shortage 
of money. The concentration of 
wealth in a few hands, accomplished 
by exploitation, is the cause.” And 
he also stated that although a larger 
price would be received for farm 
products, the cost of production of 
farm products would increase in the 
same proportion, because the price of 
machinery, clothes, food and all things 
the farmer must buy would increase 
also, adding: “Therefore in an ex- 


debts with bogus money.” He ex- 
plained then how the condition of the 
working class would be considerably 
lowered by inflation, " 
Several others then joined in the 
discussion, which focused principally 
on the banking question.

est truths could be communicated im- 


mediately to every literate peasant 
in the world had we all the inter- 
national language. Esperanto. We 


have seen repeatedly how progress is 
rapid only where tribes or peoples of 
different cultures come into contact 
with each other. This contact would 
not be of the slightest use unless they 
have language to communicate their 
ideas. If we desire to understand the 
traditions of other groups, to make 
deeper inquiries into their social. 
economic or religious life, or their en- 
vironments, we must be able to talk 
to them. Hence the advocacy of an 
international language. We may be 
able to go to the International Exhibi- 
tion in Chicago in 1933, we may see 
the peoples of the earth represented 
there. but we will not be able to con- 
verse with them, hence we can learn 


but very little concerning their lives 
in general. let alone in particular. 
Their customs, their habits, their 


economic or religious life, in fact their 
whole traditions will remain foreign 
to us, because of the lack of being 
able to communicate with them. 
World conditions have brought us to 
the point where an international lan- 
guage has become an imperative 
necessity. Only by means of an inter- 
national language will we be able to 
discern the roots of each society and 
its relation to others. Let us speed 
the day when Esperanto will be the 


language of the world. 


world’s life has now been reached,” 


President H. J. Fleure, D.S.C., told the 
geographical section of the British 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science recently in outlining a study 
from the geographer’s point of view of 
society and world problems. Social 
thoughts and plans, he said, must now 
gain contact with Mother Earth, for 
local boundaries seemingly have been 
swept away in the outburst of mass 
production. Each group must base 
itself om its own soil, but evidently 
not in the old sense of a self-contained 
isolation. and it is Prof. Fleure’s belief 
that interdependence if all on each 
is a mew feature that will become in- 
creasingly important. One of the 
geographer’s tasks, he said, is to try 
to see both the roots of each society 
in its own soi] and its relation to 
others. 

Traditionalism, said Prof. Fleure, is 
challenged everywhere in economic, 
social and religious life as never be- 
fore. The local group is inevitably 
part of a great future whole, and yet 
is being forced to think more of its 
roots in its own soil. Each group has 
its problems and needs the help of 
others. England has her population, 
France her need to safeguard her 
peasant traditions, Germany her need 
to develop her schemes of welfare 
planning. and so on. 

“The study of men and their en- 
vironments that we geographers pur- 
sue is necessarily always relative to a 
particular time and must always be 
looked at in the broad frame of the 
life of mankind as a whole.”

Wild-Oat Florets Entangled in 
Wheat Head 


In August a head of wheat was sent 
to the Substation by messenger from 


Hill Jory of Teepee Creek, Alta. It 
had the appearance of bearing three 
wild-oat kernels growing out of the 
head. It was held for a time and 
finally sent to L. H. Newman, at 
Ottawa for microscopic dissection. 
Mr, Newman says that careful exam- 
ination with a hand lens would have 
revealed that the pedicel of each of 


the wild-oat florets was wound tightly 
around the rachis of the wheat spikes; 
so tightly, in fact, that the oat floret} 
was drawn very closely to the rachis! 
and gave the appearance of being 
actually attached thereto. “This.” he 
adds, “is not a very uncommon occur- 
rence, but has been observed for} 
years.” | 


Lump Jaw 

In 1927 we had half a dozen cases 
of glandular lump jaw in cattle. No 
further cases were experienced until 
this year, When out of seven head we 
had two cases, a two-year-old heifer 
and a four-year-old cow. Both cases 
were treated with lump jaw cure and 
seem to have recovered. Has the re- 
newal of the trouble resulted from a 
persistence of the fungus in the 
buildings or around the premises? 
The neighbors have not been experi- 
encing trouble with this disease, al- 
though some years ago there was a 
cow discharging serum for some time 
until the police required her to be 
destroyed.—P. B., Beaverlodge, Alta. 


Ans.: Lump jaw is caused by the 
introduction into the tissues of 
fungus. This fungus occurs on 
grasses, more particularly in low, 
swampy, damp regions, or regions 
subject to periodic flooding. The dis- 
ease, however, is more frequently met 
with in stable-fed animals than among 
those kept on pasture, 

There must be a wound to enable 
the fungus to penetrate into the tis- 
sues, and dry rough feed which may 
be infected is very likely to cause the 
necessary abrasions for the entrance 
of the fungus. The feeding of barley 
Straw often results in the appear- 
ance of the disease, as the barley 
awns pierce the soft tissues of the 
mouth and provide easy access to the 


tissues for the fungus.

largest crop since 1928. Last year’s 
prairie crop was approximately 300,- 
000,000 bushels. The wheat marketed 
to date has graded exceptionally high 
and tests indicate that the high pro- 
tein content will be maintained. The 
western oat crop is estimated at 274,- 
000,000 bushels, against 183,700,000 
last year, and the barley crop at T70,- 
(40,000 bushels, as compared with 
50,500,000, In Quebec crops of the 
main staples have been good and in 
Ontario they have been heavy, al- 
though in both provinces potatoes are 
below average. In the maritime pro- 
vinces crops have done well, with 
ain the exception of potatoes, Nova 
Scotia also recording a 30 per cent. 
loss of the apple crop due to storms.

Heated By Electricity Can Be 


Kept at Even Temperature 


Soil heating by electric current has 
come to be recognized as an aid to the 
growers to get their produce to market 
earlier and secure better prices. 
Equipment for heating beds, includ- 
ing cable and thermostats, was sold to 
farmers in the United States last year 
for the first time and several plants 
were set up in Canada. The bulk of 
the power is used between sundown 
and sunrise, making it practically an

WOOD REGAINS WORLD'S 
SPEED BOAT RECORD 


Gar Wood regained the world’s 
| speedboat record by sending his “Miss 
America X,” catapulting twice over a 
measured mile on the St. Clair River 
at Algonac, Mich. at an average 
speed of 124.91 statute miles an hour. 

The former record, 119.75 miles an 
hour, was made on Loch Lomond, 
Scotland, July 18 last, by Kaye Don, 
British speedboat pilot, who tried un- 
successfully to wrest the Harmswor- 
thy trophy from Wood, 

Wood, after the record-breaking 
run, said “Miss America’s" four 12- 
eylinder engines had not been wide 
open in the effort and he thought the 
big, mahogany-hulled’ thunderbolt 
could go faster. “How much faster, I 
can't say,” he said. “The motors were 
making 2,500 revolutions per minute. 
Their limit, with safety, is 2,700 rev- 
olutions per minute,” 


NEW FIRST SEA LORD 


Sir Ernie Chatfield Was Beatty's Fiag 


Captain During War 
As Flag Captain to Lord Beatty in 
the “Lidn” and the “Queen Eliza- 


beth” all through the war, Sir Ernie 
Chatfield the new first Sea Lord, serv- 
ed in the three principal actions of 
Heligoland, the Dogger Bank and Jut- 
land. He is a gunnery specialist. He 
was a man of the moment in the crisis 
at Jutland. The “Indefatigable” had 
been sunk, the “Queen Mary” had 
gone up in flames, the “Lion” was in 
flames too. Then a tremendous salvo 
struck the “Princess Royal” and she 
too vanished. A signalman reached 
the “Lion's” bridge where stood Vice- 
Admiral Beatty as he then was, “Prin- 
cess Royal” blown up, sir,” he said, 
Beatty turned to his Flag Captain, 
saying, “Chatfield, there seems to be 
something wrong with our-—ships to- 
day. Turn two points to port.” That 
meant two points nearer the enemy-— 
and it meant, too, that the crisis of 
the battle was surmounted, The Brit- 
ish battle cruisers began to assert an 
ascendancy over the enemy and our 
ships received no further serious in- 
jury. Full testimony to the accuracy 
of the British gunnery has been given 
in German accounts of the battle,

,grief that darkened their lives is a
